Bodies of Men r'ound Bangui; to 


Paris, Aug. 9. — There has been a ver- 


itable epidemic ol suicide in Paris far 
some weeks past, the recent tropical 
*>«at ftdsding to the number of cases. 
The tragedies cc.inmeneed with tie 
self-destruction on July 7 last of four 
young dressmakers in the Poissonnier* 
quarter of Paris, who suffocated them- 
F.elves in a s>mal! rox>m with the fumes 
of a charcoal stove after dining to- 
gether. 


Since thea, almost daily, one or mor* 


women have committed euicide, and 
the self-murder of men has been equal- 
ly numerous. The bodies of men are 
fourd daily hanging to trees in the 
Bo! .-s de Cannes.

In the second story are the nurses' 
dormitory, the apartments of the bouse 
physician, the hospital and the store* 
rooms. Five babies with their nuraes 
were the occupants of -the sanitarium on 
the ttey of opening. Warmer weather will 
probably bring hundreds of little ones, 
eager to make the most of so charitable 
an opportunity. No better or more prac- 
tical use of the structure can be im 
agined. — -New York Sun. 


BAW Diamond* Axe Vanned. 


Professor (Sir William) Crookes in a 


recent lecture expressed his opinion that 
Moissaa, in his experiments in diamond 
making, baa thrown much light on the 
way in which nature has formed these 
gems. ID the artificial process pure iron 
was packed in a crucible with pure 
charcoal from sugar. In the electric 
current the iron melts rapidly and sat- 
urates itself with carbon. When heated 
above 4,000 degrees, the current is 
stopped and the crucible plunged in 
cold water and held until it diminishes 
to a dull red heat. The sudden cooling 
solidifies the outer layer of iron. The 
expansion of the inner liquid in solidi- 
fying produces an enormous pressure, 
and the dissolved carbon separates in a 
crystalline form— diamond. The metal- 
lic mass is then attacked with solvents 
to liberate the grains within. 


Professor Crookes pointed out that 


the diamond of the chemist and that of 
the mine are akin as to origin, and that 
the diamond genesis must have taken 
place at great depths under enormous 
pressure. It has been proved that iron 
at high temperature and under heavy 
pressure, conditions existent at great 
depths below the earth's surface, is the 
long sought solvent for carbon. — Cbi- 
3ago Inter Ocean.

The Irst idea that ba get of the tuseu- 
(4ou was from the fact that the tele- 
pMpy rompacy stated that in Gray's 
Inn road the messages which were sent 
to Bradford could J>e distinctly heard 
au tfat ir wires. This could not be un- 
derstood, as tbe different wires stood at 
a distance of 80 feet. Experiments were 
made, and it was fonnd that by vibra 
tion messages could be practically seat 
to any distance, and the first time it 
was tested it worked admirably at 2,000 
feet 
Later on messages io the Bristol 


channel were sent between two islands 
some miles apart 


This invention would be of great 


service to lighthouses, as although 
everything possible was done to keep 
np communication with them it was 
sometimes impossible to carry this out 
in great gales. With this telegraphy it 
was possible' to communicate in . . 
weathers or under any conditions. 


He had been trying on 260 vibrations 


a second, but Mr. Marconi had flown 
higher and was experimenting wito 
350,000,000 vibrations in the same time. 
The main secret of the whole thing was 
tbe force with which the electricity can 
be sent out from the transmitter to the 
receiver. It was practically spit out 
from tbe transmitter like miniature 
lightning, and this would be forced 
along at a pressure of 250,000,000 waves 
a second to the receiver.

Dr. Arp is one pf t.>a foremost phy- 


siciaus and surgeons of Illinois. His 
discovery has sec the medicos thinking, 
and some behold in it the stepping 
stone to still more marvelous feats of 
operation m intestinal troubles without 
the aid of the knife. 


Dr. Bobarts considers the operation 


the beginning of a long list of marvels 
which he thinks ate to bo accomplished 
under tbe X rays. 


On June 16 a boy 6 years old was 


brought to Dr. Arp. He suffered from 
hemorrhage and after meals was seized 
with severe pains in tbe stomach — so 
severe that the child xronld refuse food 
for days rather than endure the torture 
which followed a meal Under tbe 
finoroacope a key was revealed lodged 
in the boy's stomach. Then it was re- 
meinbertn by his parents that he had 
swallowed a bookcase key 14 mouths 
previously. 


On Juno 19 Dr. Arp resolved on a 


novel experiment. Under tbe usual 
method he would have fcuiiu a surgical 
operation with tbe knife necessary to 
dielodge the key. He resolved to use no 
knife The boy was rendered uncon- 
scious by anaesthetics. A forceps, used 
for operating in the esophagus, was 
inserted. Under the fiuoroscope the key 
end forceps shone out plainly in the 
stomach. When inserted full length, 
tbe forceps failed to reach the key by 
three Inches. The operating table was 
tilted so that bia head would hang 
downward. With his right hand Dr. 
Arp kneaded the stomach so that the 
key would be forced toward tbe forceps. 
Tbe process had the desired effect, bnt 
caused a severe flow of blood. Bringing 
the key and forceps together was a diffi- 
cult task, as the doctor had no control 
over the forceps and was compelled to 
force the key to it 


When clinched, the boy's position 


was changed to keep the blood out of 
the trachea. Tbe key was then extract- 
ed, causing severe hemorrhage. 


When restored to consciousness, the 


boy was treated to small pieces of ice 
and strong solution of chloride of iron, 
upon which all bleeding ceased. He has 
since recovered alniot completely. 


The key had corroded so that it was 


thin and sharp, with jagged edges hkc 
that of a saw. Unless removed it would 
have caused the child's death. The op- 
eration is the first of its kind on record 
and gives bnt a faiat insight into the 
future possibilities of tbe X ray applied 
to human ills. — St. Louis Republic. 


Abru* of Free Dia|>ro«arie«. 


Mnch discussion has been caused of 


late by the allegi-d abase of the privi- 
leges of tbe free dispensaries. 
Dr. 


George F. Shrady of Now York wrote 
recently that "fully 50 per cent of the 
patient* who apply for free medical aid 
are totally undeserving of such charity. 
In New York alone there are H6 dis- 
pensaries, each one of which is vying 
with the others iu propagating tbe worst 
form of pauperism. The institutions in 
question are all crowded daily by hun- 
dreds of well to do patients who are 
encouraged to defraud the really poor 
and to cheat the charitably disposed 
doctor of his legitimate fee. Charity. <•» 
applied to most of tbe dispensaries, es- 
pecially those in tbe wealthy districts, 
is a mere name." He believes that 
physicians, u their desire for clinical 
experiences, have created a rapidly 
growing evil.

Much 
of tbe postmarking, especially that al 
tbe smaller offices, U a reflection upon 
the postal service. The figures of tbe 
stamp must be carefully adjusted at tbe 
beginning of eacb day, and then a clear 
impression must be made in a book es- 
pecially kept for the purpose, BO as to 
afford evidence in the discharge of this 
important duty." It might be of assist- 
ance in the accomplishment of this 
small but important reform if every- 
body who receives an illegibly post- 
marked letter would uake a complaint 
to the proper bureau of the posto!9ce 
department. — New York Times. 


Spruce Becoming Scarcer. 


Spruce trees are the raw material of 


wood pulp, and consequently of a large 
proportion cf the paper used in the 
printing trade. According to estimates 
given out by tbe forestry department at 
Wasbingtcu, there is ouly six years' 
supply cf coniferous woods ia sight if 
tbe present rate c* consumption is kept 
up. Dealers in wood pulp sre somewhat 
skeptical regarding this statement, al- 
though they utlmit thp increasing scar- 
city of Rprucc in this country. There ate 
thousands upon thousands of acres of 
untouched spruce forest iu Canada, how- 
ever, and the Canadian lumbermen are 
contemplating with no small degree of 
interest tbe prospects of a spruce famine 
in the Duited States. 


Although essential to the ruauafac- 


turer and to trade, spruce trees are of 
surprisingly small value as they stand 
in the forest. A writer in The Paper 
Mill says that ttwre are between 400 
and 600 spruce trees en an acre of 
ground, such as in various parts oi New 
England would be worth tetweeu $5 
and f 12 per acre. Taking 400 trees to 
tbe acre an a basis of calcnlatiou, it is 
shown that they would bo worth only 8 
or 3 cent* each. It is hard to realize 
how cheaply nature does its work in 
growing forest trees. Along the upper 
waters of the Peuobscot river the lum- 
berman pays about $2.50 per 1,000 feet 
stujnpage for the right to cut 12 trees 
o:; tbo avetsgo in thft forost, to make 
bis l.OUy f'-et, or a trifle cv«;r 80 cents 
a tree. The cutting and hauling of these 
Penobscot spruce trei's will average 
frnnj 40 to CO cents eaeh.—ijew York 
Times.

And here comes in a characteristic 


trick to cover up from the view of 
the casual ruder a most important 
increase. In tbe MoKinley law it 
was provided that rough boards, etc., 
of hemlock, whitewood, sycamore, 
white pine and bam wood should be 
dutiable at tl per 1,000 feet and that 
all sawed lumber not specially pro- 
vided for should be dutiable at 12 
per 1,000 feet. The new law simply 
drops white pine from the list of 
enumerated woods dutiable at $l, 
leaving it to fall into the category 
ot "not specially provided for," du- 
tiable at •£, so that the name of this 
most important wood Is not men- 
tioned. 


Thus by a trick the servants of 


monopoly cover from common view 
the fact that they hava not only ta- 
ken white pine lumber from the free 
list, bat that they have just doubled 
the McKlnley duty on it. On pine 
lath and shingles they increased the 
duty from 86 to 50 per csnt. without 
concealment. 


AC a sequel to this increase the ser- 


vants ot monopoly provided that it 
"any country or dependency [Canada] 
shall Impose an export duty upon 
logs, shingle bolts, etc., 01 a dis- 
criminating charge on articles used 
In towing logs the amount of such 
duty or charge shall be added to the 
duty on lumber." 


Posts aad poles are taken from the 


free list and made dutiable at 20 per 
cent. Hubs, bolts and blocks of all 
sorts, 20 per cent. Laths, 25 cents 
per 1,000. 
Pickets, 1C per cent. 


Shingles, 30 cents per 1,000. Even 
kindling wood is taxed three-tenths 
of a cent per bundle not exceeding a 
quarter of a cubic f ooi> tn size and 
three-tenths of a cent for each ad 
ditional quarter of a cable foot or 
fractional part thereof. And tooth- 
picks are taxed 2 cents per 1,000 and 
15 per cent, additional. 


This schedule In its present form 


is built upon the assumption that 
farmers who hare to buy much 
lumber, because they must 
have 


large herns besides houses, should 
pay tribute to those who supply the 
materials. It is built upon the as 
sumption that those who have use 
for lumber and wood in other forms 
should be forced to pay much more 
for It than they would have ,to pay 
under conditions of free competition. 


And tbe beneficiaries of this sched- 


ule are, first, men who are denuding 
tbe country of its forests and often 
stealing timber from 
the public 


domain; second, the owners of saw 
mills, who are abundantly able to 
take care of themselves and are in no 
respect persons wto should be quar 
tered on their fellow cititens as psu 
pen; third, planing mill owners, who, 
like the sawmill owners, are at least 
as well able to meet competition 
the farmers are; fourth, manufactur- 
ers of furniture aad other articles of 
wood who do hot look at all like pan 
pers and who do in fact compete 
against all earners in foreign mar- 
kets, as the farmers have to do, and 
who 1o not go bankrupt in conse 
quence.

The fanner, there- 
Care, will have doable burden* cf taxa- 
tion placed upon him without enjoying 
any of tbe benefits of high price* which 
the bill will produce. 


And the farmer, the artisan and the 


laborer will alike share tbe hardship* 
of the scarcity of money which is being 
enhanced by the conduct of the treasury 
at Washington. In other words, the first 
five mouths cf tbe McKinley adminis- 
tration preaect the grewsome prospect 
of unnaturally high prices for a period 
of four years with a constantly con- 
tracting currency. Snob, a combination 
of atrocities was never before imposed 
upon a free peopla And over it all 
there is tbe consciousness that under 
this anomalous condition of affairs must 
ensue greater prosperity to the trusts 
than was ever enjoyed by those con- 
cerns. 


Patriotism and firm faith in the 


strength of tbe American institutions 
furnish the only hope of meeting the 
difficulties ahead of the nation, and of 
the ultimate triumph of a free govern- 
ment whose benefits are equally distrib- 
uted.—St. Louis Republic.

HOUSEHOLD ECONOMICS. 


TlMrt O«lai*c<i !«. Mt* Kwijr 


Tin Kxtent of Same WUeh Biuronnd th« 


Hoiue» of KzqrlUi Noblemen. 


An article in The Cornbill Magazine 


on the cost of maintaining country 
bcm«s contains some extremely inter- 
esting particulars about tbe size of 
noblemen's parts. One hardly likes, 
tbe writer says, to guess the cost of re- 
pairs to tbe loose stone wall around 
Badminton park, bigb enough to pre- 
vent a deer leaping it and inclosing 986 
deer. At Welbeck there are 10% miles 
of iron fencing around the three deer 
porks. Thoresby park is 12 miles 
iiTGuiiu. 


Though the deer have been removed 


ox destroyed in no lees than 50 parks 
since 1867 there are 404 deer parks and 
paddocks in England and Wales alone, 
and 8 of these are over 2,000 acres. 
Savemake is 4,000 acres. There are 
many over 1,000 acres. The area bas 
an additional interest for the owner, 
because tbe bigger tbe park tne more 
gates and lodges and roads it needs, 
and park roads, except town roads, are 
the dearest in this country. 


In parks 'like Bridge, with 3,500 


acres; Knowsley, 2,000 acres; Blen- 
heim, 2,354 acres; Tatton, 2,000 acres, 
and others of less size, tbe mileage of 
roads, unless their numbers were kept 
down, would rival those of a moderate 
parish. 


The lowest number by which a great 


bouse and its garden parks and acces- 
sories can be served and kept up is from 
CO to 60 men. Of these great bouses 
there are not less than 900 in England, 
Wales and Scotland. Those of the third 
magnitude have a minimum staff of BO 
men. 
Those of tbe &ecoud magnitude. 


Home of them very large and splendid 
bonces, almost or quite reaching the 
first dimensions, employ from 90 to ISO 
or 175 men. Beyond these are the stars 
of the first magnitude, real palaces, 
maintaining from 200 to, in one case— 
not Chatsworth—more than 600 men in 
the performance of work, other than 
itdcstrial or agricultural, in the serv- 
ice of the owner. 


The HmrrUon Tomb. 


Work has bten begun on the recon- 


struction of General William H. Hex- 
riMon'a tarab at .North Bend, Ind. The 
old tomb of brick has been taken down 
entirely and one of blue limestone built. 
The structure is almost four feet high— 
that is, four feet of it can be seen ibove 
tbe ground. There were eight bodies in 
tbe tomb receptacles besides tbe remains 
of General Harrison. It is the general 
opinion of those engaged in the work of 
rebuilding the torub that one of th* re- 
ceptacles, which was left vacant in tbe 
reconstruction of tho tomb for other 
member* of tho family, will some day 
contain the remain* of ex-President 
Btnjamin Harrison.—Exchange.
